Amateur  Radio  history  was  made  this 
month  when  amateurs  in  Canada  and  the  UK 
completed  what  appears  to  be  the  first  two- 
way  transatlantic  Amateur  Radio  exchange 
on  136  kHz.  Larry  Kayser,  VA3LK,  and 
Lawrence  "Laurie''  Mayhead,  G3AQC, 
managed  the  LF  feat  using  extremely  slow 
CW  that  featured  90-second-long  dits  and 
180-second-long  dahs.  The  two-way  contact 
took  two  weeks  to  complete. 

"We  are  the  first  to  do  a  two-way  QSO 
on  LF  across  the  North  Atlantic  as  far  as  I 
am  concerned,"  Kayser  said.  "We  are  the 
ones  who  put  the  stakes  in  the  ground;  others

Maine  lawmakers  kill  mobile

hand-held  devices  bill 


A  Maine  legislative  committee  has  killed  a  bill  that 
would  have  made  it  illegal  to  use  hand-held  electronic 
devices  such  as  cellphones  and  two-way  radios  while 
driving.  ARRL  State  Government  Liaison  Zane  Keeler, 
AA1WV,  reports  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on 
Transportation  on  February  21  reported  out  an 
ought- not-to-pass  recommendation  for  LD  95. 

The  bill  would  have  restricted  the  use  of  hand-held 
cellular  telephones  as  well  as  "computers.  Citizens  Band 
radios,  dictaphones,  microphones  and  other  electronic 
devices"  not  essential  to  the  operation  of  a  vehicle  on 
Maine's  highways. 

The  same  legislative  panel  also  turned  away  a 
similar,  but  less  restrictive  bill,  LD  102.  Both  bills  would 
have  permitted  the  use  of  hands-free  accessories  for 
cellular  telephones  used  on  the  road. 

The  committee's  vote  on  both  bills  was  7-1.  Keeler 
said  both  bills  are  dead  for  the  current  session.  Those 
opposing  the  bill  included  several  Maine  Amateur  Radio 


operators,  cellular  telephone  providers,  emergency 
medical  service  providers,  and  the  American  Automobile 
Association.  The  state  Highway  Safety  Bureau  took  "a 
neutral  position"  on  the  measures. 

Several  hams,  including  Maine  Section  Manager  Bill 
Woodhead,  N1KAT,  were  on  hand  February  12  for  a 
public  hearing  before  the  legislature's  Transportation 
Committee.  Keeler  said  a  half-dozen  Maine  hams  showed 
up  for  the  February  21  legislative  workshop. 

In  Maryland,  a  bill  to  ban  the  use  of  hand-held 
cellular  telephones  while  driving  was  killed  February  15 
by  a  House  of  Delegates  committee  on  a  14-7  vote. 
Several  other  states  are  considering  similar  measures. 
While  no  states  have  banned  cellular  telephone  use 
altogether,  California,  Florida  and  Massachusetts  impose 
some  restrictions  on  their  use.  Nearly  40  states  have 
considered  such  legislation  since  1995.  Five  municipali¬ 
ties  require  drivers  to  use  hands-free  technology  within 
their  borders.  The  ARRL  Letter

No.  88:  Bootable  CD-ROMs 


Do  you  have  a  CD  “Burner”?  That  is  the  common  name  in  the  industry  for  a 
CD-ROM  drive  that  can  create  CDs.  The  burners  sold  today  create  CD  platters  of  two 
different  types.  1.  CD-R,  which  stands  for  CD-Recordable.  This  type  of  platter  (and  the 
drive  that  creates  it)  is  known  as  a  WORM  device  -  “Write  Once,  Read  Many”).  Once 
you  “burn”  one  of  these  disks,  the  data  cannot  be  overwritten  or  changed,  and  the  data  is 
rated  to  last  between  10  and  100  years,  depending  upon  the  brand  and  style  of  CD-R  disk 
you  use.  2.  CD-RW,  which  stands  for  CD-ReWritable  platters.  These  are  a  different  kind 
of  disk,  slightly  more  expensive,  whose  data  can  be  changed  at  least  a  thousand  times. 
Note  that  the  word  “changed”  was  used.  Unlike  an  ordinary  floppy  disk,  you  cannot  truly 
erase  the  data  on  one  of  these.  When  you  physically  rewrite  it  with  new  data,  that 
effectively  erases  the  old.  Both  the  CD-R  and  CD-RW  platters  work  based  upon  changing 
the  reflectivity  of  dyes  buried  above  the  plastic  “underbelly”  or  bottom  surface  of  the 
disk.  The  dye  is  melted  by  the  laser,  which  makes  it  loose  its  reflectivity.  The  physical 
pits  in  a  manufactured  CD-R  disk  are  similarly  of  low  reflectivity.  Loss  of  dye  reflectivity 
in  a  CD-R  is  permanent,  but  is  reversible  in  a  CD-RW. 

If  your  computer  was  manufactured  fairly  recently,  it  has  the  capability  of 
booting  from  a  CD.  You  can  tell  if  this  is  the  case  easily  by  entering  the  CMOS  setup. 
Most  computers  display  a  message  on  screen  during  the  very  early  part  of  the  boot 
process  telling  you  to  press  the  DELete  key  to  enter  this  series  of  setup  screens.  Once 
there,  select  the  BIOS  Features  Setup,  usually  the  second  option  on  screen.  There  should 
be  an  option  that  allows  you  to  select  the  order  in  which  bootable  devices  are  searched. 
For  example,  A,  C  tells  the  computer  to  look  in  the  A:  floppy  for  a  bootable  disk  first, 
followed  by  the  C:  (hard)  drive.  C,  A  reverses  this  sequence.  Note  how  it  is  set  now, 
then  highlight  this  entry  and  go  through  the  options  by  pressing  the  Page  Down  key  in 
some  brands,  or  the  +  key  in  others.  Cycle  through  all  the  options  -  you  will  eventually 
get  back  to  your  original  setting.  If  one  of  those  options  includes  CDROM,  then  your 
machine  can  boot  from  this  device.  If  you  are  going  to  prepare  and  use  bootable  CDs, 
then  1  recommend  this  sequence:  C, CDROM,  A  if  that  is  an  option.  Alternatively,  you 
can  leave  things  as  they  were  and  just  file  away  the  information  on  how  to  alter  this  when 
you  want  to  bool  from  a  CD.  Or,  you  can  set  the  option  to  C,  A,  CDROM.  With  the 
option  set  this  way,  if  the  hard  drive  will  not  boot,  the  machine  will  seek  a  bootable 
floppy  first,  then  a  bootable  CD-ROM. 

Well  then,  when  would  you  want  to  boot  from  a  CD?  The  first  answer  is: 
whenever  there  is  “Trouble  in  River  City”.  Wouldn’t  it  be  nice  to  have  a  bootable  CD, 
complete  with  virus  scanning/killing  software  whenever  you  suspect  an  infection? 
Wouldn’t  it  be  nice  when  some  darn  program  or  other  messed  up  your  C:  drive,  so  you 
could  just  boot  from  CD  and  recopy  the  whole  darn  drive  back  to  some  previously  well¬ 
working  state?  Do  not  forget,  those  CDs  hold  about  650  Mb  of  data  -  often  enough  space 
for  the  entire  contents  of  your  entire  C:  drive  if  you  keep  applications  on  D:  and  created 
data  on  E:  as  I  do.  There  are  other  uses,  too,  other  than  just  emergencies.  Wouldn’t  it  be 
nice  to  work  with  packet  radio  using  DOS  and  YAPP  software  all  isolated  and  neatly 
packaged  on  a  single  CD-ROM  disk?  If  you  are  using  Windows  ME  or  2000,  that  may  be 
your  only  choice  with  some  DOS  based  programs.  How  about  other  oldies  but  goodies 
that  just  do  not  work  well  under  Windows?  Take,  for  example.  Harvard  Graphics  - 
sometimes  still  useful  but  Windows  95  and  98  simply  cannot  handle  it  efficiently.  Why 
not  put  the  program  on  an  MS-DOS  6.22-bootable  CD-ROM?  That  may  not  be  exactly 
what  Microsoft  has  in  mind  for  the  end  user  to  do.  On  the  other  hand,  remember  that  you 
are  the  owner  and  human  master  of  your  computer,  which  means  that  you  can  “do  it  your 
way”. 

There  are  several  issues  to  consider.  First,  making  a  bootable  CD-ROM  is  not 
like  making  a  bootable  floppy  (indeed,  you  need  to  first  create  a  bootable  floppy  in  order 
to  make  the  bootable  CD-ROM).  Second,  both  the  bootable  CD-ROM  and  the  floppy 
from  which  it  was  created  need  to  have  more  than  just  the  boot  system  files  on  them,  at 
least  if  the  final  product  is  to  be  at  all  useful.  For  example,  it  doesn’t  do  much  good  for

you  to  boot  an  operating  system  if  you  cannot  access  the  CD-ROM  drive  for  data  once 
the  boot  process  is  done.  Therefore,  your  CD-ROM  drivers  and  other  drivers  that  you 
normally  use  (mouse,  scanner,  printer,  etc.)  also  need  to  be  considered  as  candidates  for 
loading  from  the  boot  CD.  That  means  that  both  a  CONFIG.SYS  and  AUTOEXEC.BAT 
file  need  to  be  present  so  that  these  drivers  can  be  loaded.  Still  another  issue  is  drive 
letter  changes.  Booting  from  a  CD  c.tn  cause  some  unexpected  changes  in  drive  letters 
unless  you  do  some  careful  preplanning.  So  the  message  is  that  creating  a  useful  bootable 
CD  takes  some  design  and  forethought.  Nevertheless,  it  can  easily  be  done  and  yields  a 
very  useful  product. 

In  the  next  issue,  we  will  explore  making  a  bootable  floppy  -  the  kind  you  need 
before  you  can  create  a  bootable  CD.  Specifically,  the  next  column  will  cover  how  to 
create  a  Windows  98  Startup  Disk,  a  very  special  and  important  disk,  indeed.  Happy 
Computing!

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WWV  survey 


The  National  Institute  of  Standards  and 
Technology  plans  to  survey  users  of  WWV 
and  WWVH  later  this  year.  The  time  and 
frequency-standard  stations  have  been  airing 
occasional  announcements  about  the  upcom¬ 
ing  poll  in  order  to  start  building  a  mailing 
list  of  survey  recipients.  The  announcements 
state  that  NIST  "is  seeking  information  on 
how  listeners  use  the  broadcast  services 
offered  on  the  WWV  broadcast,"  but  the 
survey  will  not  begin  for  at  least  several 
weeks. 

WWV  Station  Manager  John  Lowe  says 
the  announcements  are  being  broadcast  now 
as  a  heads  up  and  to  encourage  early  mailing 
list  signups.  The  survey  itself  will  not  be 
released  until  approved  by  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget,  Lowe  said,  and  he 
doesn't  expect  that  to  happen  until  May, 
although  it  could  be  sooner.  The  survey 
period  likely  would  extend  through  the 
summer,  he  said. 

According  to  Lowe,  the  last  WWV 
-WWVH  user  survey  was  done  in  1985.  "We 
just  don't  know  who  our  user  base  is  any¬ 
more,"  he  said.  Lowe  confirmed  that  the 
data  collected  ultimately  could  be  used  to 
determine  whether  WWV  and  WWVH  re¬ 
main  on  the  air  --  especially  given  the  popu¬ 
larity  of  NIST's  other  outlets,  including  its 
Web-based  time  server  that  gets  in  excess  of 
3  million  hits  a  day. 

"If  we  get  only  two  people  who  say 
they're  using  WWV,  then  we've  got  a  prob¬ 
lem,"  he  said.  Lowe  added  that  he  does  not 
think  WWV  and  WWV  will  be  shut  down, 
and  he  vowed  to  "fight  for  the  radio  sta¬ 
tions,"  if  it  came  down  to  that.  "But  the 
ultimate  decision  is  not  in  my  hands,"  he 
said,.  "We  have  tojook  at  our  budget  and  our 
users."  ■ 

Lowe  strongly  encouraged  WWV  users 
to  get  on  the  mailing  list  and  to  send  in  a 
survey  when  the  time  comes.  He  suggested, 
however,  that  more  weight  will  be  given  to 
survey  responses  from  corporate  and  institu¬ 
tional  users  of  the  radio  service  as  opposed 
to  individual  users.

We'll  deal 
with  the  more  nebulous  areas  of  node  operation  and  touch 
on  recommended  settings,  while  passing  by  the  stuff  like 
node  aliases.  I'll  also  take  questions  in  this  series,  so  if 
there  is  something  that  you'd  like  to  see  discussed  here,  by 
all  means,  let  me  know. 

Two  months  ago  l  put  a  survey  on  this  page,  one  de¬ 
signed  to  discover  why  we  have  seen  such  a  drop-off  of 
packet  activity.  As  of  mid-February,  I  have  received  3 
responses,  for  which  1  am  grateful.  Thanks  to  Bill  AF9B, 
Dale  WB9NRK  and  Dave,  N9ZHZ  for  taking  the  time  to 
reply.  Here  is  a  bit  of  a  summary  of  what  they  had  to  say. 

Bill  AF9B  gave  the  most  complete  response.  He 
cites  the  convenience  of  packet  mail,  and  that  is  what 
drew  him  to  packet.  His  primary  use  of  packet  involves 
packet  mail  and  keyboard  chatting.  He  also  notes  that 
packet  generally  does  not  need  a  powerful  computer  to 
work  well,  and  he  appreciates  the  fact  that  an  old  com¬ 
puter  can  be  kept  from  the  digital  graveyard  when  used 
for  packet. 

Bill  goes  on  to  say  that  the  biggest  problems  he  has 
had  with  packet  involved  radio  setup  and  interfacing  it 
with  the  computer.  He  had  a  little  bit  of  difficulty  setting 
things  up  early  on,  but  apparently  he  has  gotten  past  this 
as  he  still  uses  packet.  And  he  says  the  one  thing  he  would 
like  to  see  is  more  local  keyboard-to-keyboard  chats. 

Dale  WI19NRK  still  uses  packet,  although  not  as 
much  as  he  used  to  He  divides  his  time  between  SSB 


Voice,  CW,  Packet,  MFSK  and  PSK31,  among  other 
modes.  He  feels  that  the  drop-off  of  packet  activity  is  pri¬ 
marily  due  to  the  Internet.  He  also  notes  that  he  is  active 
in  traffic  handling  nets,  and  has  seen  a  similar  drop-off  of 
activity  there,  also  coinciding  with  the  arrival  of  reasona¬ 
bly  priced  Internet  service. 

Dave  N9ZHZ  says  his  interest  in  packet  started  with 
his  involvement  in  Winnebago  County  ARES.  He  enjoys 
the  weather  updates  he  gets  through  the  KB9BYQ  Inter¬ 
net  gateway,  which  fits  hand-and-glove  with  his  Skywam 
interest  and  activities.  Winnebago  county  ARES  also  util¬ 
izes  APRS  in  their  operations,  and  he  uses  that  as  well. 

I  certainly  appreciate  these  responses  and  would  like 
more.  I  am  particularly  interested  in  hearing  from  folks 
who  have  packed  up  or  sold  their  TNCs  and  are  not  cur¬ 
rently  operating  this  mode.  If  you  know  someone  who  fits 
into  this  category,  I  would  really  appreciate  you  taking  the 
time  to  talk  to  them  about  why  they  left  packet  and  for¬ 
warding  their  comments  to  me. 

And  of  course,  I  always  like  to  hear  from  fellow 
packet  operators,  regardless  of  the  topic.  Packet  related 
news  is  also  welcome.  You  can  mail  me  at  one  of  the  ad¬ 
dresses  at  the  top  of  the  page  with  your  survey  responses, 
news,  or  just  plain  chit-chat.

Nct/Rom  Node  Information 
for  the  Sysop 
Part  One 

by  Andy  Nemec,  KB9ALN 

Introduction: 

This  series  is  designed  to  help  node  operators  under¬ 
stand  the  more  complex  aspects  of  node  configuration  and 
operation,  perhaps  explained  in  an  easy-to-understand 


fashion.  In  addition  to  the  explanations,  you  will  find 
some  WAPR  recommendations  on  these  more  arcane  set¬ 
tings  so  that  you  will  find  interfacing  to  the  network  a  lit¬ 
tle  easier. 

This  discussion  assumes  you  know  some  basics  - 
like  what  an  alias  is  and  what  some  basic  operations  en¬ 
tail.  It  is  centered  around  the  popular  TheNet  X-1J  series 
of  nodes,  which  are  in  wide  use  throughout  Wisconsin. 
We  won't  discuss  much  of  the  security  aspects  of  node 
operation,  just  some  general  security  concepts.  While  this 
series  is  not  specifically  aimed  at  the  node  user,  it  can  be  a 
good  resource  for  the  casual  user  who  wants  to  know 
more  about  nodes. 

That  said,  we'll  begin  (and  continue)  alphabetically. 
The  first  and  second  installments  deal  with  one  of  the 
most  misunderstood  node  configuration  commands  - 
ACL.  We'll  take  two  parts  to  discuss  this  command  as  it  is 
so  complex  and  requires  a  lot  of  attention  to  function 
properly. 

What  it  Is: 

ACL  is  a  mechanism  for  controlling  access  to  nodes 
by  users  or  other  nodes.  Although  the  X-1J  manual  does 
not  explain  what  the  letters  mean,  I  call  it  "Anti-Connect 
List".  This  may  or  may  not  be  correct,  one  will  have  to 
ask  the  authors  of  this  firmware  to  b£  sure.  I'll  let  you  do 
that,  if  you're  that  interested. 

What  it  Does: 

ACL  has  a  list  of  call-signs  and  a  numerical  value 
associated  with  each  call-sign.  This  numerical  value  is 
called  a  "mask",  and  is  calculated  from  individual  "bit 
values"  combined  with  a  "default"  value.  This  numerical 
mask  tells  the  node  how  to  treat  that  call-sign  when  a  con¬ 
nect  request  is  received  from  it.

For  example,  if  you  want  to  exclude  a  user's  particu¬ 
lar  SSID  from  connecting  to  the  node,  you  can  specify 
that.  You  can  also  bar  a  user,  regardless  of  the  user’s 
SSID.  Here's  a  list  of  the  bit  values  that  are  added  together 
to  form  this  numerical  mask  value,  and  what  they  do: 

0  -  Prohibit  incoming  Level  2  connections 

1  -  Prohibit  outgoing  Level  2  connections 

2  -  Ignore  node  broadcasts  from  this  particular  sta¬ 
tion 

3  -  Prohibit  Level  3  (node  packets)  operation  from 
this  particular  station 

4  -  Prohibit  Level  4  incoming  connections  associated 
with  a  particular  station 

5  -  Prohibit  Level  4  outgoing  connections  associated 
with  a  particular  station 

6  -  Ignore  a  particular  station's  SSID  on  the  ACL  list 

Now  it's  time  for  some  additional  discussion  before 
we  go  any  further.  Forgive  me  while  I  delve  into  this, 
however,  it  is  important  to  understand  just  what  these  lev¬ 
els  mean  in  order  to  use  ACL  effectively. 

Level  Two  connections  can  be  considered  the  AX.25 
connection  between  a  regular  user  and  a  node.  The  ACL 
command  can  prohibit  a  user  from  making  a  connection  to 
or  from  the  node.  This  corresponds  to  the  bit  values  of  0 
and  1.  0  prohibits  regular  users  from  connecting  to  the 
node.  1  will  allow  a  user  to  connect  to  a  node,  but  will 
only  allow  connections  to  other  nodes  (not  other  users). 

Level  Three  connections  are  basically  network  man¬ 
agement  and  relay.  Setting  the  3  bit  will  disallow  relay  of 
network  node  packets  from  or  to  the  corresponding  station 
on  the  ACL  list. 

Level  Four  connections  are  node-to-node  connec¬ 
tions.  If  a  node  call-sign  has  the  4  ACL  bit  set  as  part  of 
the  mask  value,  it  wont  be  able  to  connect.  If  this  node 
call-sign  has  the  5  value  set  for  a  node  on  the  ACL  list,  it 
will  be  able  to  connect  to  your  node,  but  your  node  will 
not  be  able  to  connect  to  it.  ~ 

The  remaining  bits  should  be  self-explanatory,  ig¬ 
noring  node  broadcasts  and  SSID  (Secondary  Station 
Identification)  bit  do  pretty  much  what  you  might  think. 

How  it  works: 

So  far  it  seems  simple  -  If  you  have  a  troublesome 
node  user  with  a  call-sign  of  WX9BAD  and  his  ACL 
value  is  set  to  0  (meaning  the  aforementioned  default 
value),  this  call-sign  will  not  able  to  connect  to  the  node. 
However,  this  user  will  be  able  to  connect  to  the  node 
with  a  call-sign  of  WX9BAD-1.  So  specifying  a  number 
is  only  part  of  the  operation  -  you  have  to  use  more  than 
one  number  in  the  ACL  mask  to  totally  disallow  a  particu¬ 
lar  call-sign  from  connecting  to  the  node. 

And  that  is  where  our  discussion  wit)  continue  next 
time,  how  to  set  a  default  and  compute  the  needed  ACL 
mask  Until  then,  73  from  Andy.
